Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments regarding claims 1,3-11, 13 and 14, filed 21 January 2009, have 
been fiiUy considered and are persuasive. The previous grounds of rejections have been 
withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3 - 11, 13, and 14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: "wherein a user 
selects via the control input at least one selection criterion applied to the video signal to cause a 
change in the formatted display of images from said one mode to said other mode, and wherein 
the user selects via the control input a selection of the display elements to be included in the 
display composed by the video processor when the selection criterion is met" is not disclosed or 
rendered obvious by the cited prior arts.
